349 Prisoners 
If Released

the Indians “ withdraw” a decision 
to turn back unrepatriated war 
prisoners starting tomorrow and 
indicated they will not accept 349 
pro-Red POWs. 
The Reds insisted on more tima 
for interv iews with 20,039 a nti­ 
comm unist Koreans and Chinese 
and that all prisoners be kept in 
neutral custody until a peace con* 
ference decides their fate. 
Transfer Start* Tonight 
The Indians said they would go 
ahead with the transfer of a nti­ 
communist prisoners back to U. 
N. custody starting at 9 a. m. 
Wednesday (7 p. m. FST Tues­ 
day ), 
The Allies said fla tly they would 
be freed at midnight Friday . Pro* 
Red POWs, including 21 Ameri­ 
cans, presumably will remain In 
Indian custody at least temporar­ 
ily - 
The Communist nine-page let­ 
ter to the Indian Command angri­ 
ly opposed the decision to return 
all unrepatriated war prisoners to 
their captors.

White Says Next 
60 Days Crucial 
For U.S. Farmers 


W aco, Jan. 19. if*— A griculture 
Comm issioner John C. W hite say:, 
the next 60 days will be a crucial 
tim e for the nation’s farm ers. 
In a speech to the 34th conven­ 
tion of the Texas Certified Seed 
G row ers Assn.. W hite said he ex­ 
pects a farm price support legis­ 
lation to be passed within two 
m onths tha t will set the pattern 
fo r 10 years. 
The Commissioner said a farm er 
who doesn’t tell his elected repre­ 
sentative w hat he thinks about the 
future program now “won't have 
any right to complain if the pro­ 
gram doesn't suit him." 
Lower Income Result 
W hite added that 
he opposes 
flexible farm supports on grounds 
they can mean nothing but lower­ 
ed farm income. 
The present price support pro­ 
gram should be continued for at 
least another two years. W hite 
said, or at least until the world 
situation eases 
“It is a sorry state of affairs,” | 
W hite said, “when 6 or 7 million j 
bales of cotton and millions of 
bushels of wheat 
are stored in 
w arehouses while more than a bil­ 
lion people in the world are starv ­ 
ing and do not have enough cloth­ 
ing.’’ 
W hite said he believes acreage 
controls the lesser of two evils. 
“The farm er either has acreage 
controls, or he gives away 
his 
crops.’’ he said.

Farm Losses 
May Support 
Tax Refunds 


S pecial to Th*- R ecord 
Waco, Jan. 19.- Texas farmers 
who suffered a net operating loss 
in 1953 should investigate provis­ 
ions of Federal income tax laws 
that make allowances for unprof­ 
itable farm operations. 
Farm ers showing a net loss tins 
year can use the loss to offset in­ 
come in future \ears. Also anv 
farmer who paid Federal taxes on 
1952 income and who operated at 
a loss during 1953 is eligible to 
claim refund. 
This is done by refiguring tax 
on 1952 income taking into ac­ 
count this year's deficit. 
If all 
1953 deficiencies are not absorbed, 
the remaining loss may be carried 


forw ard for fi\e 
years consecu­ 


tively com m encing w ith 1954. 
W hether a farm showed a net 
loss or gain during the year is de­ 
termined by the figure derived on 
tax schedule 1010F, page one, line 
10. 
The computation and claiming 
of a farm loss is not as easy as it 
; first appears. F arm ers desirimr to

competent, accountant or a repre-
